They carefully looked over the 
wharves and the harbor and terminal 
facilities at Galveston, and they stop­ 
ped at the principal terminal and di­ 
vision points of the Katy in Tex as, 
Kansas and Missouri. Mr. Miller, who 
was formerly traffic manager of the 
Katy . is, of course, familiar with ev­ 
ery portion of the sy stem and its traf­ 
fic conditions and its earning capacity , 
and was well qualified to ex press an 
opinion on the value of the property 
to the Burlington. 
It is well known in railroad and 
financial circles that President James 
J. Hill, of the Great Northern, has de­ 
termined upon a gulf outlet for the 
Burlington, and it is understood that 
Mr. Hill some time since contemplat­ 
ed a deal with the bondholders of the 
Katy in Holland for securing control 
of the property , soon after the Rocke­ 
feller holdings 
were 
retired. 
The 
stock in this instance does not carry 
control. 
The Great Northern stock- 
liofders recently authorized an Issue 
of 125,000,000 of additional stock, and 
It is generally believed that the direc­ 
tors propose to apply the proceeds for 
a gulf outlet. It is probable that the 
Great Northern could effect an ar­ 
rangem ent with

Katy owners 
whereby the Great Northern would 
guarantee the interest on the bonds 
and provide for a renewal or a leasing 
arrangem ent could be made with the 
parties in control.

Incident of Exhumation of Body of 
Beethoven. 
An interesting communication with 
regard to the last ex amination of the 
body of Beethoven, some twenty y ears 
ago, Is made in the Neue Frei Presse 
b y Herr Wilhelm Stiassny , who was 
present at the ceremony as a repre­ 
sentative of the city of Vienna. When 
the metal coffin was opened the ey es 
of the silent circle of reverent spec­ 
tators who stoo^ c» *ound were at once 
riveted on the v.Li. aerful skull, “which 
any body would have recognized at 
the first glance as being that of the 
great composer.’’ 
A doctor who was 
present preferred the request to be 
allowed to make some cranlological 
measurements. After some discussion 
this was agreed to, and the coffin was 
removed to the cemetery chapel. 
It 
was then discovered that a tooth was 
mlMing from the number that had 
been counted at the previous disinter­ 
ment in the six ties. 
It was at first 
thought that one of those present had 
y ielded to the temptation to possess 
himself of a somewhat grim relic of 
the Immortal composer, and for some 
reason or other suspicion fell on “a 
h igh ly respected personage.’’ 
It was 
CMily when the ex amination was con­ 
clu d ed that the missing tooth was 
found in the bottom of the coffin. No 
suggestion Is made as to whether it 
had dropped out of Its socket through 
the process of decay , or been restored 
by guilty hands under the influence 
of remorse.

Bhrery one probably has wondered 
why a certain size paper, familiar to 
all who write, Is called foolscap.

•arly as the y ear 1301 water marks 
were employ ed by paper manufactur* 
ers

distinguish 
their 
products. 
One grade of paper much in demand 
during the middle ages, resembling 
wh at we call foolscap and known by 
that name, had for its water mark a 
fool’s head wearing a cap and bells. 
The mark appeared on this grade of 
paper until the middle of the seven* 
teenth century , when the figure of 
Britannia 
was 
substituted 
by 
the 
English 
manufacturéis, 
other 
mark s by other paper makers. No one 
has, however, changed the name of 
the paper, so we have to this day the 
foolscap paper. 


First English Guineas.

Charles II.’s reign, together with the 
five-guinea,

guinea pieces, and came to be so call­ 
ed because many of the new coins 
were minted from gold brought from

The ‘-Nitro Mob,” Grown To Ten Be­ 
comes a Menace—Organized and 
Led Like An Army. 


Miss Hattie Cbeeseman, the night 
operator at the telephone exchange, 
was the heroine of one of the most 
exciting events in the history of this 
town, by the robbery last night by a 
band of ten professional bank rob­ 
bers, of the Commercial bank, as re­ 
ported in the Enquirer this morning, 
says a Hagerstown, Ind., dispatch to 
the Cincinnati Enquirer of Sunday. 
For a full hour the plucky girl lis­ 
tened to the burglars at work on the 
floor underneath the exchange, jarred 
seven times by terrific nitroglycerin 
explosions, which not only lifted the 
vaults from their concrete beds and 
tore to atoms the doors weighing a 
ton each, but wrecked the entire lower 
part of the building. All this time the 
voung girl was busy with the wires 
notifying every citizen who had a tel­ 
ephone of the attack on the bank. 
The daring work of the robbers net­ 
ted them $4,800 in cash and a note for 
$1,000.
